5. Claims 61-64 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being anticipated by 
Eldridge et al (US 5974662). 

Regarding claim 61, Eldridge et al disclose a socket or probe card assembly 

comprising 

A first plurality of resilient contact structures (524, 516, 514) extending upward 
from a top surface of a support substrate (534), the first plurality of resilient contact 
structures (524, 516, 514) for communicating signals with a first plurality of contact 
points (526) of the first electronic component (508); 

A second plurality of resilient contact structures (524, 516, 514) extending 
upward from a top surface of a support substrate (534) , the second plurality of resilient 
contact structures (524, 516, 514) for communicating signals with a second plurality of 
contact points (526) of the second electronic component (508); 

A plurality of contact structures (514) disposed on a bottom surface of the 
support substrate (534), selected ones of the contact structures (514) are connected 
through the support substrate (534) to selected ones of the resilient contact structures 
(514). 

Regarding claims 62, 63, Eldridge et al disclose the second electronic 

component is a circuit board (508) 

Regarding claim 64, Eldridge et al disclose the socket means for urging the first 
electronic component (508) down onto the first and second resilient contact elements 
(524, 516, 514).
